You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, on the second 
Tuesday of March, 1916, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects : 


1 To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or Offi- 
cers, heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary Town Officers and Agents for the en- 
suing year. u 
3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 


propriate for the support of the poor for the year ensuing. 


4. To see what suin of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for repairs of highways and bridges for the year ensuing. 


5. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appropriate. money 
for the repairs of sidewalks for the year ensuing. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate money 
necessary for the payment of all town officers for the ensuing year. 


7. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the contingent expenses for the ensuing year. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the mon- 
ey necessary to pay the interest on town bonds for the year ensuing. 


g. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate to pay the commission of the collector of taxes for the year 
ensuing. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the ensuing year to be applied to the sinking fund. 


11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to hire 
money on credit of the town at a rate not exceeding six per cent. 
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12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the support of the public library for the year ensuing. 


13. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount on taxes paid 
within a limited time. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate ten dol- 
lars ($10.00) for decorating the graves of soldiers. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the mon- 
ey necessary for the maintenance of street lights for the year ensuing. 


16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate to pay the cost of moth extermination for the year ensuing. 


17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for railings along highways of town for the year ensuing. 


18. To see if the town will vote to contract with the City of Ports- 
mouth for supplying it with water, for the purpose of introducing 
into and distributing through any portion of said town, in adequate 
quantities, in subterranean pipes, for extinguishing and for the use of 
its citizens and otbers, and for such other public, private and mechan- 
ical purposes as the town may from time to time authorize and direct, 
and to make such contracts and establish such regulations and tolls 
for the use of water for any of said purposes as may from time to time 


be deemed proper and necessary, and to construct the necessary works | 


therefor, in accordance with Chapter 257, New Hampshire Laws 1915. 


19. To elect a board of three water commissioners, one to hold of- 
fice for three years, one for two years and one for one year, who shall 
haye the management, control and direction of the construction of 
the works necessary for the establishment and distribution of said wa- 
ter supply, and the management, control and direction of said water 
supply and system after the same is installed and ready for opera- 
tion, and until their powers are hereafter more limited and defined, 
shall generally have the power in regard to said works and distribu-, 
tion of water supply as the selectmen have by law in regard to the 
general prudential affairs of the town, including the right to contract 
with the City of Portsmouth fora supply of water for the purposes 
aforesaid, and shall have all the powers, and be subject to all the dut- 
ies imposed on like boards by Chapter 126 of New Hampshire Laws 


1907. 


20. To fix the compensation of the board of water commissioners. 


21. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the purpose of carrying into effect Articles 18, 19 
and 20. 
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22. To see what sum of money the town will vote to borrow and 
hire on the credit of the town for the purpose of carrying into effect 


Articles 18, 19 and 20, and to issue notes or bonds of the town there- 
for and the terms thereof. 


23. To do any other things or transact any other business that le- 
gally may come before said meeting.
